Obama to announce 
‘real drawdown’ of 
troops in Afghanistan 


Washington 


President Obama will order a “real 
drawdown” of U.S. forces from 
Afghanistan starting in July, the 
White House insisted Monday, a 
milestone in a long war that is test- 
ing the patience of the American 
people and Congress particularly 
after the killing of al- Qaeda lead- 
er Osama bin Laden. 

Roughly 100,000 U.S. troops 
are in Afghani- 
stan, three times 
as many as when 
Obama took office, 
and U.S. forc- 
es are expected 
to remain there 
through 2014. 

Sometime this 
month, Obama is 
likely to announce 
how many troops 
will start coming home. The com- 
mander in chief is on record as 
promising a “significant” with-

Presidential spokesman Jay 
Carney said Obama’s war strategy 
is set and that the coming draw- 
down is “a step along the way” to 
Afghanistan taking control of its 
own country. What’s clear is that 
Obama is intent on avoiding what 
would widely be considered a token 
withdrawal. “It will be a real draw- 
down,” Carney said, based on cur- 
rent conditions. 

The president is likely to address 
the nation once he makes his deci- 
sion, although no format or timing

Former Pa. senator 
announces intention 
to run for president

Former Pennsylvania Sen. Rick 
Santorum, a blunt talker who is 
popular among social conserva- 
tives, plunged into the 2012 Repub- 
lican presidential sweepstakes 
Monday, saying he wants to protect 
American freedoms under threat 
from President Obama. 

Once the No. 3 Republican in the 
ranks of the Senate GOP leadership, 
Santorum charged that Obama has 
worked to undermine Americans’ 
liberties and has imposed a nation- 
al health care plan that saps indi- 
vidual choice. He accused Obama 
of spending billions of dollars that 
will add to the debt of future gener- 
ations and said the president lacks 
faith in the nation’s potential. 

“I’m ready to lead. I’m ready to 
do what has to be done for the next 
generation, with the courage to fight 
for freedom, with the courage to 
fight for America,” Santorum said, 


Backstory 

Rick Santorum had been laying 
the groundworkfor a presidential 
bid when he lost a bruising re-elec- 
tion bid to the Senate in 2006. His 
opposition to abortion, gay marriage 
and embryonic stem cell research 
makes him an appealing candidate 
for conservatives. But his sometimes 
abrasive style alienated Pennsyl- 
vania voters, and they replaced him 
with Bob Casey, a Democrat, (ap) 


speaking from the sun-splashed 
steps of a county courthouse in 
western Pennsylvania.

Apple founder Steve Jobs emerged 
briefly from medical leave on Mon- 
day to announce the company’s lat- 
est venture — a music and video stor- 
age and delivery service that signals 
a dramatic shift in the technology 
industry and promises to upend the 
way users access information. 

Called iCloud, the Apple service 
will allow users to request a spot on 
the company’s servers to park their 
iTunes library and beam whatev- 
er is there to any device. The ser- 
vice will be free. 

Speaking at the Worldwide 
Developers Conference in San Fran- 
cisco, Jobs said that because of the 
proliferation of consumer tech gad- 
gets, the system of storing music 
and video on one central device 
has “broken down.” 

“Keeping these devices in sync 
is driving us crazy,” he said as 
the audience applauded. “We’re 
going to demote the PC and Mac. 
... We’re going to move the digital

Government pledges

Armed men attacked Syrian secu- 
rity forces in a tense northern city 
on Monday, Syrian officials said, 
and 120 policemen and security 
forces were killed in a region where 
the army has carried out days of 
deadly assaults on protesters call- 
ing for the end of President Bashar 
Assad’s rule. 

The government vowed to 
respond “decisively,” setting the 
stage for a new crackdown against 
a popular uprising. 

Communications were cut to 
the area around Jisr al-Shughour 
on Monday, and the details of the 
attack were impossible to verify. 

Adnan Mahmoud, the chief 
government spokesman, said that 
Syrian forces had lost control of 
some areas for “intermittent peri- 
ods of time” and promised that 
the army would restore security 
in the area. 

“We will deal strongly and deci- 
sively, and according to the law, 


and we will not be silent about 
any armed attack that targets the 
security of the state and its citi- 
zens,” said Interior Minister Ibra- 
him Shaar. 

Jisr al-Shughour has been the 
latest focus of Syria’s military, 
whose crackdown on the revolt has 
left more than 1,200 Syrians dead, 


activists say. Rights groups said at 
least 42 civilians have been killed 
there since Saturday.

Sprouts exonerated 
in deadly outbreak, 
German officials say 

Berlin 

In their second major retraction in 
a week, German officials said ini- 
tial tests provided no evidence that 
vegetable sprouts were the cause of 
a deadly E. coli outbreak. 

The surprise U-turn came only 
a day after the same state agency, 
Lower Saxony’s agriculture minis- 
try, announced that sprouts from an 
organic farm were suspected to be 
the cause of the outbreak. The min- 
istry shut down the farm, recalled 
all its produce and urged Germans 


not to eat any sprouts. 

On Monday, officials said 23 of 
40 samples from the organic sprouts 
farm tested negative for the “super- 
toxic” strain of E. coli bacteria. Tests 
were still under way on 17 samples. 
And negative test results do not 
mean that previous sprout or seed 
batches weren’t tainted. 

Last week, German officials 
pointed to contaminated cucum- 
bers from Spain as a possible cause, 
igniting vegetable bans and heated 
protests from Spanish farmers. But 
researchers concluded the Spanish 
cucumbers were contaminated with 
a different strain of E. coli. 

“This investigation has been 
a disaster,” Michael Osterholm, 
director of the Center for Infec- 


tious Disease Research and Poli- 
cy at the University of Minnesota, 
told The Associated Press. 

The European Union’s Health 
Commissioner defended German 
investigators, saying they were 
under extreme pressure as the cri- 
sis kept unfolding. 

But the German flip-flop on 
the sprouts means there is still no 
confirmed source for the deadli- 
est known E. coli outbreak, which 
has killed at least 22 people and 
sickened more than 2,330 across 
Europe. More than 630 people 
have suffered a rare, serious com- 
plication that can lead to kidney 
failure, and hospitals in northern 
Germany have been overwhelmed 
by the crisis, (ap)

Are New Maps Worth $50K? 


Q As “cool" as the new map 
might be, why don’t they 
take the $50,000 and fix the 
Rosslyn escalator that is out of 
commission and has been at 
Least since April? Or the Metro 
Center ones coming up from 
the Orange and Blue lines? 

With all the things desperately 
broken on the Metro system, it 
astounds me that THIS would 
be a funding priority. 

There are plenty of things worth 
spending money on in the Metro sys- 
tem. But I’ve got to say when I saw that 
Wyman was redesigning this widely 
used map for $50,000, my reaction 
was, “He works cheap.” 


Q What’s the solution here? 

Requesting riders to take 
their newspapers with them 
doesn’t seem to work, and by 
5 p.m. each day, the Metro is lit- 
tered with abandoned papers. 

Why does everyone leave the 
mess for the Metro staff to clean 
up, when it takes only a second to 
grab the papers others have left 
behind and put them in recycling? 
I think The Post pays for the bins. 
It doesn’t help if people won’t take 
their stuff with them when they 
leave the trains. Leftover newspa- 
pers are the most noticeable, but 
there’s also the rolling soda bottles 
and food wrappers. 


Q Do you think Capital 
Bikeshare, in some way, 
may put a negative strain on the 
transportation system? I’ve no- 
ticed many do not wear helmets 
and pads. They seem to be even 
more cavalier than most people 
on bikes as far as obeying the 
traffic Laws. 

I think Capital Bikeshare — or some- 
thing like it — is here to stay and 
believe that’s a good thing. I was 
pleased to see how much of the traf- 
fic on the 15th Street cycle track is 
made up of these rented bikes. I do 
wish they’d all wear helmets, though. 
I’m not sure — not denying it, just 
not sure — that Bikeshare riders or 
Zipcar drivers are any less skilled 
than the average street user. (I don’t 


have a high opinion of the average 
street user’s skills.) If a Bikeshare 
rider or a Zipcar driver does some- 
thing dumb, it stands out and you 
tend to remember it. You maybe see- 
ing just as many dumb things done 
by other cyclists or drivers in rent- 
al cars not as clearly marked as the 
Zipcars are. 

Q l understand the escala- 
tor repair at Foggy Bottom 
limits the station to one escalator 
in each direction, but why, oh, 
why do the station managers not 
stop the down escalator during 
morning rush hour so that people 
may walk up as well? 

I think your point about the direc- 
tion is correct. It’s Metro policy 
that, under most circumstances, 
if there’s just one escalator mov- 
ing, it should be going up.

The D.C. police officer charged 
with first-degree murder Friday 
in the death of a 20 -year-old Tem- 
ple Hills, Md., woman was ordered 
held without bond in a Monday 
hearing in Prince George’s Coun- 
ty District Court. 

Richmond Phillips, who was 
charged with first- and second- 
degree murder in the death of 
Wynetta Wright, has also been 
charged with manslaughter in the 
death of Wright’s daughter, Jaylin. 


Police say Phillips, 39 , killed 
Wright with a bullet to the head, 
then left her body in the park, 
drove her car up a hill and left the 
baby in it. 

Jaylin’s first birthday would 
have been Monday. 

Phillips shot Wright on May 30, 
according to police, a day before he 
was due in court for a hearing that 
would begin to determine wheth- 
er he was Jaylin’s father.

Team Thomas Under Fire 


District’s AG accuses 
council member of 
misusing public funds 

Washington 

D.C. Council member Harry Thom- 
as Jr. arranged to have more than 
$300,000 in public funds divert- 
ed to groups he controlled, and 
used the money as a lavish per- 
sonal account, purchasing an Audi 
SUV and taking trips to Las Vegas 
and Pebble Beach, the city’s attor- 
ney general said Monday. 

In releasing a highly anticipat- 
ed report, Attorney General Irvin 
B. Nathan alleges that Thomas’ 
inappropriate “conversion” of the 
money for personal use was “will- 
ful, intentional and knowing.” 
Nathan has filed a civil lawsuit 
aimed at forcing Thomas, D-Ward 


5, to repay the money and intends 
to refer his findings to the U.S. 
attorney’s office. 

Meanwhile ... 

Sulaimon Brown, 
a fired D.C. govern- 
ment employee 
who has alleged 
that he was prom- 
ised a city job and 
was paid to bash then-Mayor Adrian 
M. Fenty on the campaign trail last 
year, testified before a D.C. Coun- 
cil committee Monday. The hearing 
was fiery, and Brown wore sunglass- 
es during the proceedings, (express) 


The council member’s behav- 
ior “clearly violates the civil laws,” 
Nathan said Monday. “We are 
extremely disappointed in this vio- 
lation of public service.” 


The allegations represent the 
culmination of a months-long 
probe that began with questions 
about charitable donations but has 
expanded into much wider con- 
cerns about misuse of city funds. 

Thomas has been facing ques- 
tions about his “Team Thomas” 
organization since his re-election 
campaign last November. 

Republican opponent Timothy 
Day alleged that Thomas has used 
his nonprofit as a “slush fund” and 
raised questions about its undis- 
closed receipts and expenditures. 

Day also pointed out that a 
nonprofit group Thomas operated 
was not registered for a federal tax 
exemption and that its registration 
with the District had lapsed. 

“That’s the furthest truth from 
what happened,” Thomas said.

Weiner calls his online behavior ‘regrettable,’ but he won’t resign 


New York 

After days of denials, a choked- 
up New York Democratic Rep. 
Anthony Weiner confessed Mon- 
day that he tweeted a photo of his 
bulging underpants to a woman 
and admitted to “inappropriate” 
exchanges with six women before 
and after getting married. He apol- 
ogized for lying but said he would 
not resign. 

Weiner said at a news confer- 
ence that he had never met any of 
the women he corresponded with 
online and sometimes via tele- 
phone, and was not even sure of 
their ages. He also said he had 
never had sex outside of his mar- 
riage. 

“This was me doing a dumb 
thing, and doing it repeatedly, and 
lying about it,” he said. 

Weiner, 46, married Hillary 


Rodham Clinton aide Huma Abe- 
din in July, with former president 
Bill Clinton officiating. Before 
that, Weiner had been known as 
one of New York’s most eligible 
bachelors. 

He said Monday he did not feel 
the scandal affected his work as a 
lawmaker but would understand 
if his constituents decided not to 
re-elect him. 

“I’m going to work very hard to 
win back their trust,” he said. 

It was unclear how Weiner’s 
admission of his online activities 
would affect his career. Short- 
ly after his announcement, Rep. 
Nancy Pelosi, the minority leader 
of the House, called for an ethics 
committee investigation to deter- 
mine whether Weiner had broken 
House rules. 

Rep. Steve Israel, the House 
Democrats’ campaign chief, said

Weiner had “embarrassed himself, 
his family and the House.” 

Weiner, a 14 -year veteran of 
Congress, gained a national pro- 


file last year by supporting a liber- 
al provision of President Obama’s 
health care reform bill. GOP oppo- 
sition to that reform bill is one rea- 
son Obama and fellow Democrats 
could face tougher races during the 
2012 election. 

Weiner said that he had meant 
to send a direct message to the 
woman and “panicked” when he 
realized he had instead sent it out 
to all of his Twitter followers. He 
initially said that his account was 
hacked. But on Monday, Weiner 
called the photo a joke and a “huge- 
ly regrettable mistake.” 

Weiner began his career as 
a legislative assistant to then- 
Rep. Chuck Schumer, who is 
now the state’s senior senator. 
He was elected to the New York 
City Council before winning 
Schumer’s House seat in 1998.

The United States’ men’s soc- 
cer team has just wrapped up 10 
months of exhibitions, training 
camps and planning for the future.

The U.S. begins its quest for a 
Gold Cup championship Tuesday 
night when it takes on Canada.

It was there that the Amer- 
icans upset No. 1-ranked Spain to 
reach the final of a major FIFA 
competition for the first time, ulti- 
mately falling to Brazil, 3-2. The 
U.S. team used that tournament 
as a springboard for its run-up to 
the 2010 World Cup, and its play- 
ers and coaches are placing a lot 
of emphasis on returning for the 
2013 event. 

“In addition to being the best

Costa Rica, Jamaica, Honduras, 
Panama, Cuba, El Salvador, Guate- 
mala, Guadeloupe and Grenada in 
vying for the regional crown. 

The 12 teams are split into three 
groups of four. Each team plays the 
other teams in its group once, and 
the top two teams in each group 
earn places in the quarterfinals. 
The top two third-place finish- 
ers also advance. From there, the 
eight remaining teams play a sin- 
gle-elimination knockout tourna- 
ment to determine the winner. 

For the U.S., this will be a 
chance to quickly wipe away any 
bad memories from its loss to 
Spain — the first time the U.S. had 
allowed three or more goals in the 
first half since a 4-1 loss to Den- 
mark in 1997.

Multiplication at the Table 


With Nutritionix.com, diners 
at restaurants can see how 
their meal choices add up

When your stomach is grumbling, there’s no 
time to mess with math. Sure, you’ll have the 
cheese on that. You’d love some extra sauce. 
And before you know it, you’ve unwittingly 
created a fattening monstrosity. 

That’s precisely the problem Dan- 
iel Zadoff and Matt Silverman hope to 
solve with their newly launched website, 
Nutritionix.com. It features nutrition calcu- 
lators for the menus of several restaurants, 
so you can customize online rather than 
in line. As you add or subtract ingredients 
from your meal with a click of the mouse, 
you can watch a label — like the kind you’d 
find on the back of products at the grocery 
store — reflect the effects of your choic- 
es when it comes to calories, fat, sodium 
and protein. 

Even though it’s gotten easier to track down 
nutrition info from chains in recent years, deci- 
phering spreadsheets of numbers and apply- 
ing them to your specific choices is still tricky 
on the fly. “Let’s say I get a sandwich without 
the mayo. I have no idea how many calories 
I’ve saved,” says Zadoff. Was it worth the depri- 
vation? Was there another ingredient that he 
should have skipped instead? 

Silverman figured out how to answer 
these kinds of questions back in 2004, when 
he created Chipotlefan.com. The basic cal- 
culator, which was not affiliated with the 
burrito chain in any way, proved instantly 
popular with regular customers like him. 
Thousands continue to visit every day, and 
they’ve been clamoring for access to similar 
information for additional restaurants. 

So when Silverman and his buddy Zad- 
off graduated from George Washington Uni- 
versity in 2008, they set out to make a more 
advanced version of the concept. Nutrition- 
ix.com currently has 12 restaurant calcula- 
tors, ranging from national chains such as

An Act of Merzi 

For restaurants, having this info avail- 
able in such a digestible form isn’t neces- 
sarily a good thing. But Qaiser Kazmi, who 
owns Merzi (415 7th St. NW; Merzi.com), has 
jumped at the chance to get on the site. 

He promotes his Indian-inspired cuisine as 
healthy, but people are often skeptical of 
his claims — probably because it’s so “fla- 
vorful and bloody delicious," he suspects. 
Saying “it’s filling but not overstuffing’’ 
isn’t as convincing as running the numbers: 
A rice bowl loaded with toppings can easi- 
ly come in at less than 500 calories. Trans- 
parency is key to Kazmi, who also plans 
to post calories on his menu boards in the 
coming weeks. “This is something I want to 
sell," he says. It’s time to find out whether 
being good for you is good for business, v.h. 


Subway and, of course, Chipotle, to local 
spots, including Sweetgreen. (Some pay for 
the privilege, but most of the restaurants on 
the site are ones that have released enough 
of their data to build the calculator.) 

On it, you can fiddle with portions to 
figure out the bottom line when you order 
double meat or just eat half the fries. Then 
you can save the info, in case you’re keep- 
ing a food log or want to remember what 
to pick next time. If you’re so inclined, you 
can even share your choices with friends via 
Facebook and Twitter. 

Nutritionix plans to offer a more robust 
version of the site in a few weeks that will 
add original content from a host of bloggers 
discussing nutrition, exercise and science. 

The plan is to become a one-stop shop for 
anyone deciding where to dine and what to 
order based on their dietary needs. Zadoff 
said he hopes the site will eventually be able 
to offer information from just about every 
restaurant out there. “People want to know 
what they’re eating,” he says. “Why not be 
ahead of the curve?” vicky hallett (express)

No Cuddling in the Cubicles 

Q l started seeing a guy I work with and 
agreed to keep things private since we 
didn't want it to affect our jobs. He has 
seemed to want to get more serious, 
and I’ve met his friends and sister.

I can understand it’s jarring to see 
the guy you feel you’re getting seri- 
ous with “talking like a single guy” 
when there’s nothing you can do 
about it. (What exactly is he doing, 
though — gloating that he gets to 
control the remote?) But at the same 
time, you both agreed to keep things 
private while at work, and, presum- 
ably, there’s no reason to change 
that yet — at least to him. 


What seems to trouble you most, 
though, is that he’s doing such a 
great acting job. I don’t think that’s 
an absolute sign that he’s playing 
you, but it’s worthy of discussion. 
Get more specific to him about 
what bothers you, rather than the 
blanket idea that you’re not offi- 
cially “out” as a couple. It could be 
he’ll realize that he’s overcompen- 
sating a bit and tone it down. 


Out of the Loop 
But in Her Life 


Q My wife has a his- 
tory of depression 
and shutting out her 
family. She’s gotten 
help, and we’ve had 
a healthy relation- 
ship for the five years we’ve been 
together. However, her family now 
wants to get back into her life, and 
they blame me for “isolating" her. 
Nothing could be farther from the 
truth. But I also don’t know that I 
want to have a relationship with 
them, being that they are lobbing 
accusations at me. unfairly blamed 


There’s something missing here, 
and it’s your wife’s take on all of 
this. Is she the one reporting how 
her family feels? Or is she a silent 
witness as they lay it on you? Either 
way, she plays — or should be play- 
ing — an integral role. She has to 
figure out how she’s going to bal- 
ance her difficult history with her 
hopes for the future, and she also 
needs to establish how she’ll serve 
as a bridge between you and her 
family. I hope she has good profes- 
sional support. 

This isn’t your battle to fight 
alone, but with your wife’s con- 
sent, you can also certainly try to 
make inroads with your in-laws. (I 
get your frustration, but isolating 
yourself is no way to deal with their 
accusations of isolation.)

Complete the Circuit 




Fuse Pilates founder Mariska 
Breland likes to refer to her new 
studio as “the playground,” but 
in circuit training class, don’t 
expect to swing from monkey 
bars. Instead, you’ll cozy up to a 
combo reformer/tower. “It looks 
like a modern-day despot’s tor- 
ture device, but it’s fabulous,” 
promises Breland, who 
hopes to turn students on 
to the genius — and joy 
— of the apparatus. 


What it IS! Bored by 
teaching traditional Pilates, 
Breland started blending in exercise 
elements from dance, yoga, barre 
and her own brain. Then, she added 
tunes. And she asked students to 
pick three body parts to focus on 
each session. “It’s a much better 
class when it’s spontaneously 
created,” she says. With those 
tweaks, she created the Fuse 
method, which she’s popularized 
over the past six years by teaching 
it on mats across town. 

Last week, she finally opened 
a five-story space of her own in a 
grand Victorian house just off of 
Dupont Circle. It boasts four studios 
and all of the equipment necessary 
to offer a wider range of Fuse for- 
mats, including Fuse Circuit. “It’s 
designed to work you,” Breland 
says. That’s because you’re quickly 
segueing between exercises on the 
reformer (a sliding bed-like device) 
and the tower (a vertical structure 
loaded with springs and bars).

Crowd: Because Breland’s 
brand has built up a following, many 
students have taken classes with her 
(or instructors she’s trained in her 
method) before. But the new formats 
are requiring everyone to learn how 
to work the equipment together, 
which leads to instant camaraderie. 
Selecting the three body parts to 
target also promotes bonding. At 
a class on Friday, when someone 
yelled out “b-thigh,” referring to 
the area where your tush connects 
to the top of your leg, the room filled 
with giggles. 

That’s important to Breland, who 
spends “an inordinate amount of 
time” obsessing over her playlists 
and is striving for a more relaxed 
vibe than you’d find at a typical 
Pilates studio. “We just want it 
to be fun,” she says. Smiles won’t 
make this stuff any less hard-core.

your feet inside them to pull on 
straps that let you move back and 
forth. Be prepared to lie on a box 
so you’re practically falling off to 
perform back extensions, or to flip 
over and place your feet on a bar so 
you can do elevated push-ups. 

Workout: “You’re really doing 
strength training. It’s a mat workout 
times 10,” says Leah Lemoine, 27, 


who took her first circuit class last 
week. Many of these exercises don’t 
seem tricky, though, until you feel 
the burn building with each rep 
— and you see the sweat puddles 
appearing beneath you. (Please 
clean those up after class.) Looking 
for even more of a challenge? By 
adjusting the springs attached to 
the apparatus, you can control the 
amount of resistance.

Take a look at Fuse's schedule and you’re sure 
to be overwhelmed by the number of offerings. 
Here are a few of the other innovative options. 


m Fuse Jump Interval. “You don’t get out 
without sweating," Breland says of this 
cardio-focused class that involves bouncing 
off the bottom of the reformer. 

» Push Prep. So many of Breland’s clients 
now have baby bumps that she’s created a 
prenatal version of the circuit class with 
moves approved for most moms-to-be. 

» Stretch-Arazzi. Holding stretches for a 
long time is good for you. “But it hurts," Breland 
admits. Hopefully, chatting about the latest in 
celebrity gossip will divert your attention. 


Moves: One of the defining 
features of a Fuse class is that 
it’s never like one you’ve taken 
before. “You don’t know what’s 
coming next,” says 29-year-old 
Rose Zukin, who’s trained privately 
with Breland for years. 

But you can bet that at some 
point you’ll be using your core to 
lift yourself so you’re resting on 
just your shoulders and feet — or 
more likely, a single foot. You’ll 
pulse your leg in and circle it. You’ll 
either grip a set of loops or stick

A comedic approach 
helps when explaining 
how to handle ADHD 


Workshop 

What’s so funny about attention- 
deficit hyperactivity disorder? Not 
much, when you realize ADHD is 
responsible for breaking up mar- 
riages, destroying finances and 
causing car accidents. 

So when Canadian comedian 
Rick Green (best known for co-cre- 
ating “The Red Green Show,” a sit- 
com that aired on PBS until 2006) 
approached ADHD specialist Umesh 
Jain about collaborating on a humor- 
ous documentary, the psychiatrist 
was dubious. “My first feeling was, 
What are you talking about? You’re 
going to make fun of people with a 
mental disorder?”’ he says. 

But Green, who was diagnosed 
10 years ago, persuaded Jain to 
take part in “ADD and Loving 
It?!”, which was released in 2009. 
As Green predicted, the film drew 
in viewers who otherwise wouldn’t 
have known much about the dis- 
order and pushed people who sus- 
pected they had a problem to get 
help. “I’ve always believed that 
when you get people laughing, they 
can’t be afraid,” Green says. 

Their project continues in the 
form of a cheeky website (Total- 


lyadd.com) and a workshop that 
they’ll be presenting along with 
comedian-actor Patrick McKenna — 
who also has ADHD — at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland on Sunday. 

“Suspect You Have Adult 
ADHD? Now What?!” has plen- 
ty of comedy bits, including a skit 
in which a father takes his son to 
the doctor for an ADHD screening 
and winds up answering all of the 
questions himself; and a radio play 
about a wife dealing with her hus- 
band’s odd behavior. 

The workshop is intended to 
be funny and instructive. So the 
presenters discuss strategies for 
managing money and improving 
organizational skills (two com- 
mon sticking points for folks with 
ADHD). There’s also advice on what 
to say to people who dismiss their 
actions as flightiness and laziness. 
Although ADHD is often misdiag- 
nosed as anxiety or depression, it’s 
“eminently treatable” when handled 
properly, Jain says. 

Green can vouch for that. Know- 
ing what he’s up against has made 
it easier for him to face his prob- 
lems. “I used to suffer from ADHD,” 
he says. “And now I just have it.”

Egyptian-American 
comic Ahmed Ahmed 
unites cultures with 
his film, ‘Just Like Us' 

Personalities 

Stand-up comedians routinely talk 
about working tough crowds, but 
Ahmed Ahmed’s toughest might 
have been an audience of one, at a 
Ramadan dinner he attended last 
fall at the State Department. 

“Hillary Clinton comes in, and 
I get to meet her,” Ahmed recalls. 
“And she sits down in the seat next 
to me. I was so shocked. ‘So tell me 
about these comedy shows you do 
in the Middle East.’ I told her. She 
said, ‘You do it in English? And 
they get it?’ ‘Yeah,’ I said, ‘they get 


it.’ She said, Td like to see it.’ I said, 
Funny you should ask; I just happen 
to have a copy right here.” 

Like any savvy first-time film- 
maker, Ahmed had his movie in his 
pocket. “Just Like Us,” (opening Fri- 
day) — a combination comedy revue, 
travelogue and geopolitical experi- 
ment — chronicles a stand-up tour 
of the Middle East by a troupe of eth- 


nically diverse comedians working 
some of the tougher venues in the 
world. Dubai. Beirut. Cairo. Places 
where the boundaries of humor are 
dangerously unclear — where the 
usual sense of peril that accompa- 
nies live comedy is ratcheted up by 
location, religion and the tinderbox 
of Mideast politics, and where people 
laugh just like they do here. 


Which is, of course, the point. 
Ahmed, who is Egyptian Ameri- 
can, says the movie is really “about 
humor and family and culture.” 

In the end, Ahmed — who was 
once banned in Dubai for telling a 
joke that merely touched on religion 
— says he hopes to break down cul- 
tural barriers and educate audienc- 
es in the West, where the Mideast is 
often viewed as monolithic. 

“One of the best moments of my 
life was after this Nashville screen- 
ing,” he says. “A 70 -year-old Chris- 
tian pastor came up to me and said, 
‘Hey, I just wanted to say I really 
loved the film; the message was loud 
and clear. If you could bleep out a 
couple of the f-bombs in your movie, 
I’d love to play it in my church.’”
